Farther to make out my Simily between 
a Fover and a Plague, | come now to ex- 
amine into the real Decay of our Manu- 
fatures, and the Damage we ſuffer'd under 
the Encroachment this made on our 
Trade—Ard then 1 ſhallgiye a moſt un- 
anſwcrable Proof, chat this, and this only, 
was the Cauſe of that Decay, and that ic 
was vifthly going on to the entire ſupplant- 
ing the very Nan= of a ManufaQture out 
of ſome Parts of the Nation. 

1 h-ic were t«0 Things which contribu» 
cd chiefly to che Miſchief | am calking of, 
znd which gave the Eaſt. /u4i: Trade ſuch 
an Advantage over our ManutaGures ; One 
Was 
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was the encreaſing the Stock of the Traders 
thither;, by firſt, the Old Company call» 
ing $4ccool, into their Trade, the 
New Companies being created upon us 
at the ſamz Time, and both being encou- 
ragcd by the Demand and the great Prices 
of their Goods, The Second was the general 
Fanlic of ths People running upon Eaſt. Indiz 
G :vds to that Degree, that the Chints and 
painted Callicoes, which betore were only 
made Uſe of fcr Carpets, Quilts, Gc. and 
co cloth Children or ordinary People, be- 
came now the Dreſs of our Ladics, and 
ſuck is the Power of a Mode 5 we ſaw our 
Perſons cf Quality dreſs'd in Indian Car- 
pets, which but a few Yezrs before their 
Chamber-Maids would have thought too 
ordinary for them ; the Chints were ad- 
vanc'd frem lying on their Floors to their 
Backs, from the Foot-Cloth to the Pettl- 
coat, aad even the QUEEN Her ſelf ac 
that Time was plealed ro appear in China 
and Japan, I mean China Silks and Callico. 

Nor was this all, but it crept into our 
Houſes, our Cloſets, and Bed Chamvers, 
Curtains, Cuſhions, Chairs, and at laft 
Beds themſelves were nothing but Callicoes 
or Indian Stuffs, and inſhore almoſt every 
Thing that uſed to be made of Woul or 
Silk, relating eicher to. the Dreſs of the 
Women, or the Furniiure of our Houles, 
was ſupply'd by the Indian Trade, 

What remain'd then for ourPeople tc do, 
but to Rand ftill and look vn, ſee the Bread 
taken out of their Mouths, and the Ealt- 
india Trade carry away the whole Em- 
ployment of their People ? What had the 
Mafiers to do but diſmiſs theic Jour- 
n2y men, and take ny more Apprenti- 
ces? What had the Journey-men tv do but 
to fic ill, grow poor, run away and ftarve , 
of which pr-ſently by it ſclr. 

While this general Guſt of the Nation 
run thus upon their own Ruiv, it cannot 


be ſupp-ſed, but the Companies, who. 


generally have their Eyes open to th: ir In- 
reret, mutually agreed in this, 1bo' abey 
were at open War with one anouber in other 
Toines, that their Yuliuels was to make Hay 
abiie this Sun ſhin'd ; and now it wos they 
murrow'd Muncy on Bounds, duubled their 
%ocks-. and inftead of a few Ships, began to 


ſend whole Fleets every Year to the Faft- 
Jalies—It would i Ah to _— 
the monftrovs Growth of the Trade in a- 
bout 5 or 6 Years Time ; lct any Man but 
lovk into the Cargoes exported and im- 
ported in the Years g2, and gg, or be- 
tween 1697, and 169g, and thry wiil find 
the Account ſo ſurprizing, that a Man 
hardly dare pu* it in Priat; it ſeems to 
carry with it ſumething incredible; or ra- 
ther impoſſible, viz. 

That from December 1657, to January 
1699, was exported in Bull;on only, be- 
hdes Goods, ard by the Companies, dz. 
ſide private Trade, ſeven Millions, one 
Hundred hfty ſeven Thouſand, three Hun- 
dred leventy two Ouaces of Plate. 

T hat the Cargo home of the fifty odd 
Ships, whisb went ons as 4'ove, by general 
Calculativas made by bet'er Hands than 
mine, at that time, amcunted to in the 
Hands of the Retailer above ſeven Millions 
Sterling. 3 

That ſeveral ſingle Ships, ſuch as 
Martbs, the Taveſtock, dad ethers Sem 
Hume two- Hundred Thouſand Pieces of 
Goods at a Time, direttly interfering with 
our Home Manufactutes, and helides the 
Humour vf the Times "eing On many Ac- 
counts to be ſold teyond all Preportion 
Oper than any thing could be made 

cre, 

Add to all this, that to encreaſe our Miſ- 
fortunes at that Time, and to compleat the 
DeftcuQtion of our Manufattures, the Com- 
panirs could not pretend, that this was in 
the leaft a Return for any thing of our own 
Growth ; had it been ſo, our People would 
ſtill have had ſome Employment, and the 
Export might have been ſ.mething-of an 
Equivalcat to ſatishe the People—— But 
while not a Peanyworth of Goods went out 
tor it, the whole Wciph: lay upvn vur 
People, and our Manufactures fel: ſuch a 
eq that. he, who ſh.i] read the 
next of th ſc Papers, ma 
ſomething, reprint, 263: dey 

Let nu Man wwonder, th» Parliament, as 
ſvon as they were made ſeultbie of this, 
cave readily into the Prohibition, nor let 
them doubt, that any future Parliemenr. 
w bile theſe Things may bz made plain to

they couid be ignorant of the Coni: quea- 
COS» 

Secondly, They ought to rememver, th:2: 
the Fund, they have enj»y'd fo loag, and 
the extravagant Tntereft of 8 per Cevr. 
they have receiv'd, gives Room eauugh for 
the Government to demand the M-ney 
they are now to advance, without grantir z 
them avy other Faveur, than the aidicy 
to their Political Liie a new Leclc of 21 
Years, and they ought to be very thanktul 
for the Bounty ; but of this herea'cer.
